Yesterday, another such 
program was initiated with the 
signing of the financial agree¬ 
ment between the government, 
FDA, Bohama NV and Con¬ 
tractor Geerman Construction.

Lion Fish Control 
Championship 
becoming exciting 



Lionfish in our sea waters is 
increasing rapidly and there is 
a strong competition ongoing 
to help eliminate this fish from 
our waters. 

The last competition in the 
National Plan to Control Lion- 
fish brought about many 
changes and surprises. There is 
currently a fierce competition 
between those intent on captur¬ 
ing the most lionfish possible. 
The lider in the competition is 
Canicio van der Biezen with 
almost 100-88 Lionfish cap¬ 
tured thus far. Norman Arends 
surprised everyone with his 
total of almost 93 points. Next 
in line is Juan Tintin Giel who 
has eliminated 54 Lionfish for 
60.90 points. 

For every lionfish that a 
participant brings back they re¬ 
ceive a sticker for which they 
receive a point plus a fraction 
based on the size of the fish. 
These points will continue to 
accumulate until in December 
when they will decide who be¬ 
comes the king or queen of the 
Aruba Lionfish. All of this is in 
an effort to make Arubans 
aware of the danger of this 
creature and the problem it is 
creating in our waters. 

Standings of the Teams: 

The leading team with the 
highest points thus far is Life¬ 
guards of Aruba with 141 Li¬ 
onfish registered in their name 
for a total of 160.57 points. In 



second place is Aruba Under 
Water Hunters team who elim¬ 
inated 92 Lionfish with a total 
of 102.98 points. Third place is 
the T&T team with a total of 
60.90 points and 54 Lionfish 
captured. 

Winners in this champi¬ 
onship can earn prizes as indi¬ 
viduals and as a group.

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Kadhafi forces fight back, as 
reward offered for strongman 


TRIPOLI (AFP) - Fighting 
raged Wednesday as Moamer 
Kadhafi troops fought back at 
his Tripoli compound a day 
after it was captured, while 
rebels offered a $1.7 million 
reward for the elusive strong¬ 
man, dead or alive. 

As the United Nations 
called a meeting to discuss the 
unlocking by backers of the in¬ 
surgency of billions of dollars 
of Libyan assets, donor coun¬ 
tries were meeting in Qatar. 

Meanwhile, Washington 
said Libya's stockpile of 
weapons of mass destruction 
had been secured and that it 
was confident the rebel Na¬ 
tional Transitional Council 
(NTC) could set up governing 
structures after overrunning 
Tripoli. 

The rebels also made key 
diplomatic gains when two of 
Kadhafi's staunchest African 
allies — Chad and Burkina 
Faso — said they recognise the 
NTC as the sole representative 
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of the Libyan people. 

During the afternoon, thick 
smoke hung over the Bab al- 
Aziziya complex, where rebels 
and Kadhafi forces were fight¬ 
ing with light arms, heavy ma¬ 
chine guns, rocket propelled 
grenades and mortars, an AFP 
reporter said. 

Fighting also spread to the 
nearby Abu Slim area, where 
loyalists were on the attack, a 
day after they fled as rebels 
overran the Bab al-Aziziya 
compound. 

However, rebel command¬ 
ers said they were determined 
to push the loyalist troops out 
of the area. 

Many streets were de¬ 
serted, with commanders say¬ 
ing dozens of pro-Kadhafi 
snipers had taken up positions. 

A rebel military 
spokesman speaking to Al- 
Jazeera television said 
"Libyan territory is 90 to 95 


percent under the control of 
the rebellion." 

Rebels said they had found 
no trace of Kadhafi when they 
swarmed through his com¬ 
pound on Tuesday, and the 
whereabouts of him and his 
family remains a mystery. 

However, the former 
colonel broadcast a message 
early Wednesday on the web¬ 
site of a TV station headed by 
his son, Seif al-Islam. 

Kadhafi said he had aban¬ 
doned his compound in a "tac¬ 
tical withdrawal." 

In a later audio message on 
Syria-based Arrai Oruba tele¬ 
vision, Kadhafi boasted that he 
had taken to the streets of 
Tripoli without being recog¬ 
nised. 

NTC chief Mustafa Abdel 
Jalil also offered amnesty to 
"members of (Kadhafi's) close 
circle who kill him or capture 
him." 


US wants UN to free $1. 


Libya aid 

UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
The United States called an ur¬ 
gent meeting of the UN Secu¬ 
rity Council on Wednesday to 
press for an easing of Libya 
sanctions so that it can send 
$1.5 billion of humanitarian 
aid. 

A senior US State Depart¬ 
ment official told reporters in 
Washington on condition of 
anonymity that "there is one 
country that has had a delay¬ 


ing tactic every day for the 
last four days." The official 
added: "the Libyan people 
need their money." 

Diplomats said South 
Africa wanted to wait until 
after an African Union sum¬ 
mit on Thursday and Friday 
before taking decisions on 
measures to help Libya. 

If South Africa maintains 
its opposition after the con¬ 
sultations on Wednesday, the 


Chavez says Venezuela 
embassy sacked in Tripoli 


CARACAS (AFP) 
Venezuela’s President Hugo 
Chavez charged Wednesday 
that the Venezuelan embassy 
in Tripoli was "assaulted and 
totally sacked," demanding 
that the ambassador and his 
staff be protected. 

Chavez, a loyal ally of em¬ 
battled Libyan leader Moamer 
Kadhafi, made the remarks at 
a press conference as fighting 
raged in Tripoli between 
rebels and remnants of forces 
loyal to the regime. 


“They have destroyed the 
country and it wasn't Kadhafi 
who destroyed it. That country 
has set on fire and it wasn't 
Kadhafi who set it on fire. It's 
the imperial madness." 

Chavez has been an un¬ 
yielding opponent of a NATO 
air campaign against Kadhafi 
and has extended his personal 
support to the Libyan leader 
on numerous occasions during 
the six-month-long uprising 
against him.

General Pension Plan soon to be reality Construction niche revived 



ORANJESTAD — More than 
70% of Aruban workers have 
no pension plan aside from the 
old-age pension program 
known as the AOV. As a result, 
most Arubans find it necessary 
to continue working for many 
years beyond their pension 
years in order to make ends 
meet. This is because they can¬ 
not survive only on the old-age 
pension stipend they receive 
from the AOV. Consequently 
this means that these people 
cannot truly enjoy their pen¬ 
sion years. 

Someone who had a salary 
of 2,3 or 4 thousand florins per 
month while they were em¬ 
ployed, when they retire at 60, 
they will be forced to live on 
1000 ruban florins per month. 
For a married couple this 
amount is 1850 Aruban florins 
monthly. This obviously cre¬ 
ates a major problem for many 


families. Hence, it is practi¬ 
cally impossible to survive 
without having to find extra in¬ 
come from other sources. Ac¬ 
cording to the Prime Minister 
of Aruba, this situation is a 
very painful one for as many as 
70% of our citizens. This is 
why the government has, to¬ 
gether with our social partners, 
made a commitment to change 
this situation in the future. 

The idea now is to supple¬ 
ment the AOV with an obliga¬ 
tory pension regulated by law. 
The law will stipulate a regi¬ 
men of a pension for every em¬ 
ployee on Aruba. The proposal 
is that every employee will pay 
one half of the premium while 
the employee will be obliged 
to pay the other half. The law 
will also stipulate that in the 
event an employee changes 
job, his pension program with 
one employer will go with him 


to the new employer so that he 
does not loose any built up 
pension benefits. 

The Prime Minister ex¬ 
plained that this general pen¬ 
sion program will begin with 
1% for the employer and 1% 
of the monthly salary for the 
employee. This should in¬ 
crease to 6%, which means it 
will be 3% for the employee 
and 3% for the employer. Nat¬ 
urally, if between employee 
and employer they wish to in¬ 
crease this to a higher amount, 
such an agreement can be 
made between them. 

Also, if an employer wishes 
to pay the full premium, this is 
also possible. The law will 
only require him to pay 50% of 
the premium. 

This general pension pro¬ 
gram will be a tremendous so¬ 
cial change for Aruba. The 
Prime Minister expressed 
much satisfaction with this 
major social advancement. He 
went on to say that...”we can 
now say that our country has a 
general old age pension, as 
well as a general health insur¬ 
ance program for every citi¬ 
zen.!”

Geerman Construction is the 
company that won the bid to 
renovate the Dominicus Col¬ 
lege, while Bohama NV will 
renovate the La Salle Col¬ 
lege. 

The signing ceremony 
took place in the assembly 
room of the council of Minis¬ 
ters in the presents of repre¬ 
sentatives and the different 
parties involved as well as the 
ministers of the Eman Cabi¬ 
net. 

The BoAruba plan entails 
a large number of projects to 
improve the atmosphere and 
the overall improvement of 
the barrios. It entails the ren¬ 
ovation of schools, historic 
buildings, and the Yuwana 
Morto project. This last proj¬ 
ect, the Yuwana project in 
San Nicolaas, is perhaps one 
of the most revolutionary be¬ 
cause of the solar panels 
which will be placed on the 
roofs of the homes in this bar¬ 
rio. According to the govern¬ 
ment, all of this is a part of 
their vision to improve the 
quality of life and the quality 
of the Aruba product. 


The school renovation 
project for which documents 
were signed yesterday will 
have a price tag of 5.5 million 
Florins. Bohama will reno¬ 
vate the La Salle College 
while Geerman Construction 
will be responsible for reno¬ 
vating the Dominicus Col¬ 
lege for 1.4 million Florins. 

As it stands now, practi¬ 
cally every week there is an 
announcement for the con¬ 
struction of a construction 
project to be placed on open 
bidding. It has been reported 
that for this year alone the 
FDA has approved more 
projects than in any previous 
year of its existence. 

In the ensuing weeks the 
De Vuyst, Yuwana Morto and 
Madiki projects will begin. It 
is expected too that during 
this week they will submit a 
very important plan to FDA 
for the renovation of San 
Nicolaas. This plan involves 
the renovation of the Village, 
Diamantbergweg, the center 
of San Nicolaas, and a park at 
the entrance of Esso Heights.

Lionfish is an invasive species 
which do not belong in our wa¬ 
ters posing a threat to marine 
life in Aruba. This species mul¬ 
tiplies itself rapidly. More than 
2 million eggs are hatched 
every year by one female fish. 
It has a ravenous appetite. It 
has been seen eating 20 fish in 
about 30 seconds and they can 
eat 24 hours a day. Because 
our organisms are not familiar 
with the Lionfish they do not 
shun them, while other fish 
bigger than the Lionfish do not 
eat them either. As a result of 
these factors the Lionfish can 
eliminate much of our fish and 
other organisms not familiar 
with them. This will create a 
serious imbalance in our 
ecosystem. What’s more, the 
fins of the Lionfish are ex¬ 
tremely painful if you get stuck 
by one. This is why there is a 
call to everyone, especially our 
fishermen and divers to help 
with eradicating this monster 
from our sea waters.

Sci-Tech 

Why East Coast earthquakes travel 
so far 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
rare 5.8 earthquake that rat¬ 
tled the eastern United States 
on Tuesday was felt over a 
wide area from Toronto, 
Canada down to Georgia due 
to the hard, brittle quality of 
the ground, experts said. 

The quake that struck mid¬ 
afternoon near Richmond, 
Virginia was the strongest in 
the state since 1897, and 
shook the eastern seaboard 
for some 30 seconds, spark¬ 
ing a wave of panic among 
residents. 

"Earthquakes of this mag¬ 
nitude are unusual in your 
area, but the fact that you 
shook so hard and the event 
was actually some distance 
from you is not unusual," 
Thomas Jordan, director of 
Southern California Earth¬ 
quake Center based at the 
University of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, told AFP by phone. 

The outer rocky shell of 
the Earth, known as the lith¬ 
osphere, is colder on the East 
Coast than in California, 
which is well known for ex¬ 
periencing frequent earth¬ 


quakes. 

"So when something 
shakes, it is like hitting a bar 
of steel, it rings pretty well. 
Whereas on the West Coast, 
the rocks are higher tempera¬ 
ture and it is more like hitting 
something quite a bit softer," 
he said. 

Lucy Jones, a USGS 
spokeswoman, said the West 
Coast crust is broken up by 
active faults so it "doesn't do 
as good of a job of transmit¬ 
ting the energy." 

"On the East Coast, you 
have this old, hard, cold crust 
that does a lovely job of 
transmitting the waves like a 
solid bell," she said on CNN, 
so that an earthquake "can 
definitely be felt hundreds of 
miles away." 

The US East Coast has 
plenty of fault lines, but they 
are ancient, and are inside a 
creaky plate that is under 
pressure from being jostled 
and pushed by other plates, 
experts said. 

Occasionally, pressure 
builds up and stresses will be 
released in earthquakes, like 


the one on Tuesday. 

"They are faults that used 
to be very active faults hun¬ 
dreds of millions of years 
ago, unlike the faults on the 
West Coast... (that) are active 
today," Jordan said. 

Jack Boatwright, a seis¬ 
mologist with USGS, told 
AFP that one aftershock of 
2.8 magnitude was recorded 
in the hour following the 
quake. 

Other parts of the world 
that are similar to the US East 
Coast in terms of earthquake 
dynamics would include 
India, as well as some parts 
of Russia and Australia, he 
added. 

"In India, that large trian¬ 
gle is relatively old, so we 
think that it conducts energy 
similarly," he said. 

Other differences between 
East and West Coast quakes 
are the sounds they make — 
residents of California are 
less likely to hear banging as¬ 
sociated with a big quake un¬ 
less they are very near the 
epicenter, he said.

Nuts-and-soy diet beats 
low-fat diets study 



WASHINGTON(AFP) - Peo¬ 
ple who ate a diet rich in 
foods that lower cholesterol, 
such as nuts, soy, avocado, 
olive oil and oats, saw a big¬ 
ger drop in cholesterol than 
people on a low-fat diet, said 
a US study on Tuesday. 

After six months of eating 
a diet that specifically in¬ 
cluded foods that lower LDL 
cholesterol, the randomized 
trial showed people experi¬ 
enced a 13 percent drop in 
low-density lipoprotein (LDL, 
or "bad" cholesterol). 

Those on a diet that just 
emphasized low-fat foods, in¬ 


cluding high-fiber op¬ 
tions and whole grains, 
saw a three percent drop 
in LDL, said the report in 
the Journal of the Ameri¬ 
can Medical Association. 

"This study indicated 
the potential value of 
using recognized choles¬ 
terol-lowering foods in 
combination," said the 
study. 

The trial took place at 
four different sites in 
Canada — Quebec City, 
Toronto, Winnipeg, and Van¬ 
couver — and included 351 
participants with elevated 
cholesterol levels. 

Those on the concentrated 
cholesterol-lowering regime 
were divided into two groups 

— one which had two nutri¬ 
tional counseling sessions and 
the other which had seven 
clinic visits over six months - 

- but both saw very similar re¬ 
sults. 

The trial did not restrict 
calories or provide subjects 
with food. All the subjects lost 
a similar amount of weight — 
between 1.2-1.7 kilograms 


(2.6-3.7 pounds) — during the 
study. 

Foods included in the cho¬ 
lesterol-lowering group were 
drawn from a list of US Food 
and Drug Administration ap¬ 
proved suggestions for better 
heart health, including the use 
of olive oil instead of butter, 
and margarine products forti¬ 
fied with plant sterols that 
help block absorption of cho¬ 
lesterol. 

Other such foods included 
avocado, oatmeal, soy, tofu, 
beans, lentils, almonds, hazel¬ 
nuts, peanuts, pecans, pista¬ 
chio nuts and walnuts. 

The study had a high over¬ 
all dropout rate — 22.6 percent 
— though it noted "this attri¬ 
tion rate is common to dietary 
studies provided at these lev¬ 
els of intensity." 

Another drawback was 
that it included mainly white 
subjects of moderate weight 
with low heart disease risk, so 
it was "unknown" if similar 
effects would be seen in 
"higher-risk, more over¬ 
weight, or obese patient pop¬ 
ulations."

Get a Better Night's Sleep 


— Instead of turning to a pot of coffee to keep you awake dur¬ 
ing the day, experts say you should focus on getting better 

sleep at night. 

The National Sleep Foundation offers these suggestions for 

more restful sleep: 

•Wake in the morning and go to bed at night at the same 
time. 

•Relax before bedtime. 

•Make sure your bedroom is comfortable, dark, cool and 
quiet, and do nothing in your bedroom other than 
sleep and have sex. 

•Avoid eating, exercising and consuming caffeine within 
a few hours of bedtime. 

•Don't smoke, and avoid alcohol just before bed. 

•Make sure your mattress and pillows are comfortable. 



You want to eat more fish? Don't worry,cooking fish isn't diffi¬ 
cult, as you'll see in this 5-way guide: 

To begin with, only buy fish that is refrigerated or properly iced. 
Fresh fish should smell fresh and mild, not fishy, sour or am¬ 
monia-like. Whole fish and fillets should have firm, shiny flesh 
and bright red gills free from slime. When buying frozen fish, 
avoid packages placed above the frost line or top of the freezer 
case. If the package is transparent, look for signs of frost or ice 
crystals. These could mean the fish has been stored a long time 
or thawed and refrozen — in which case, choose another pack¬ 
age. 

**Poaching is a healthy and easy way to cook tender fish.In a 
shallow pan, place the fish on a bed of aromatic ingredients add 
a few ounces of vegetable broth and some herbs. Cover loosely 
and gently simmer on the stove top. Cook 4 to 6 minutes cov¬ 
ered. 

**Fish should be cooked to an internal temperature of 145 F. 
**Wrap it up,it's easy and delicious to cook fish fillets in packets 
of parchment paper, a technique called en papillote. The fish is 
cooked by the trapped steam. The fish need to bake for only 10 
to 15 minutes at 400 F. 

**Grilling is a great way to prepare fish — it's quick and adds 
a distinctive flavor. 

**Baking is a healthier alternative to frying. You can bread and 
bake any fish this way, but tilapia is a good choice because it's 
thin and cooks quickly in a hot oven, producing a crispy crust.

US deficit will shrink if tax breaks 
end: Congress 


Forbes names Merkel 
world's most powerful

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
huge US budget deficit, 
which earned the country its 
first credit rating downgrade, 
will drop quickly by 2013 if 
planned spending cuts are 
implemented and temporary 
tax breaks end, a new govern¬ 
ment report said Wednesday. 

But with such a tough 
budget regimen the unem¬ 
ployment rate will remain 
above eight percent for the 
next three years, the Congres¬ 
sional Budget Office said in a 
new study. 

The CBO said that the 
budget deficit could fall from 
$1,284 trillion this year, or 
8.5 percent of gross domestic 
product, to just $510 billion, 
or 3.2 percent of GDP, by 
2013 under certain key con¬ 
ditions. 

Those include implement¬ 
ing a new $2.4 trillion auster¬ 
ity plan, letting a handful of 
tax breaks expire, and cutting 
payments to doctors in the 
public Medicare health serv-

If all were put in place, 
and if economic growth hits 
2.3 percent this year and 2.7 
percent next year, the result 
could be a sharp contraction 
of the government deficit that 
would put it at around 1.7 
percent of GDP by 2018. 

That outcome would 
counter the arguments made 
by Standard & Poor's when it 
cut Washington's credit rating 
one notch from the top-line 
AAA grade on August 5, cit¬ 
ing high debt and deficits and 
expressing doubts that the 
country's politicians could 
agree on a credible deficit¬ 
cutting program. 

The CBO's assumptions 
are that the August 2 Budget 
Control Act, passed by Con¬ 
gress amid deep rancor in a 
rush to avoid forcing the 
country to avoid defaulting 
on its debt, is implemented. 

The austerity plan man¬ 
dates $900 billion in spend¬ 
ing cuts and that a panel of

"If some of the changes 
specified in current law did 
not occur and current policies 
were continued instead, much 
larger deficits and much 
greater debt could result," the 
CBO warned. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Google 
will pay $500 million to settle 
charges that it sold advertise¬ 
ments to Canada-based online 
pharmacies which marketed 
drugs to Americans in viola¬ 
tion of US law, US justice of¬ 
ficials announced Wednesday. 

The pharmacies broke the 
law by selling prescription 
drugs to Americans without 
complying with US safety 
standards, the US Department 
of Justice said in a statement. 

The pharmacies used 
Google's Adwords programs 
to target US customers, and 
the Internet search giant al¬ 
lowed the ads to appear on its 
website from 2003 to 2009, it 
said. 

"This investigation is 
about the patently unsafe, un¬ 
lawful importation of pre¬ 
scription drugs by Canadian 
online pharmacies, with 
Google's knowledge and as¬ 
sistance, into the United 
States, directly to US con¬ 
sumers," US Attorney Peter 
Neronha said in the state¬ 
ment.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Forbes magazine on Wednes¬

Merkel, who has topped 
the list of the world's 100 most 
powerful women in all but one 
of the years since she became 
chancellor in November 2005, 
beat out US Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton and, in 3rd 
place, Dilma Rousseff, who 
became Brazil's first woman 
president on January 1,2011. 

"German Chancellor An¬ 
gela Merkel is head of the one 
real global economy in Eu¬ 
rope and is the 'undisputed' 
leader of the EU," Forbes said. 

"Although overseeing a 
booming economy and falling 
unemployment, she contends 
with a weakening support

LONDON (AFP) - A surge in 
interest in the music of Amy 
Winehouse following her 
death has seen her final re¬ 
lease become the biggest sell¬ 
ing album of the century in 
Britain, figures showed 
Wednesday. 


Winehouse’s 2006 album 
’’Back To Black” has now 
sold 3,259,100 copies, edging 
ahead of the previous record 
holder by James Blunt, ac¬ 
cording to the Official Chart 
Company. 

Blunf s 2005 album ’’Back 


To Bedlam” has sold 
3,241,118 copies. 

It was announced on 
Wednesday that music legend 
Tony Bennett will lead a trib¬ 
ute to Winehouse at an inter¬ 
national MTV awards event 
in Los Angeles on Sunday. 

Bennett, 85, will introduce 
a special section of the MTV 
Video Music Awards includ¬ 
ing footage of him recording 
with Winehouse at Abbey 
Road Studios in March as 
they sang ’’Body And Soul” 
for his ’’Duets II” album. 

He said: ”It was a thrill to 
record with Amy Winehouse 
and when you listen to the 
recording of’Body And Soul’, 
it is a testament to her artistic 
genius and her brilliance as 
one of the most honest musi¬ 
cians I have ever known.” 

Winehouse, who battled 
with alcohol and drugs 
throughout her life, was 
found dead at her home in 
Camden, north London on 
July 23. She was 27. 


Da Vinci portrait back in 
Germany for first time 
since war 



BERLIN (AFP) - Leonardo da 
Vinci’s treasured painting 
’’Lady with an Ermine”, a 
work belonging to Poland that 
was stolen by the Nazis, has 
gone on display in Germany 
for the first time since World 
War II. 

The 15th century portrait of 
a young woman holding a 
white ermine — otherwise 
known as a stoat or short¬ 
tailed weasel — has pride of 
place in a major exhibition of 
Renaissance art to open Thurs¬ 
day at Berlin's Bode Museum. 

Along with the Mona Lisa, 
the work is one of just four 
paintings of women by the 


famed Italian Renaissance 
master. 

Stolen by Hitler's troops 
during World War II, the 
masterpiece was later re¬ 
turned to Poland. 

The culture ministry in 
Warsaw was initially hostile 
to the idea of the painting on 
wood leaving the country, 
fearing it could be damaged. 

But a personal appeal by 
its owner, Polish aristocrat 
Prince Adam Karol Czarto- 
ryski, convinced the min¬ 
istry to allow it to go on 
display in Madrid earlier this 
year, then Berlin and later 
London. 

The German press called 
the loan a gesture of "reconcil¬ 
iation” between Poland and 
Germany. 

Around 1800, the Czarto- 
ryski family acquired the 
54x39 centimetre (21.25x15 
inch) portrait painted by da 
Vinci between 1488 and 1490. 

The work is believed to de¬ 
pict Cecilia Gallerani, the mis¬ 
tress of an Italian nobleman, 
Ludovico Sforza, the Duke of 
Milan and the son of one of da 
Vinci's patrons.

PARIS (AFP) - Japan 
claimed a clean sweep of the 
gold medals on the second 
day of the World Judo Cham¬ 
pionships at the Palais Om¬ 
nisport de Bercy here on 
Wednesday. 

Riki Nakaya, Aiko Sato 
and Misato Nakamura won 
their categories to take 
Japan's record to five golds 
from the six categories con¬ 
tested so far this week. 

In two of the three cate¬ 
gories of the day Japan 
boasted the reigning cham¬ 
pion but although both of 
those failed to retain their ti¬ 
tles, other fighters stepped up 
to the plate instead. 

World number two 
Nakaya ushered in a chang¬ 
ing of the guard at under- 
73kg when he beat holder 
and compatriot Hiroyuki Aki- 


moto in the semi-final, 
scoring a half-point 
waza-ari with an outer 
leg reap (osoto-gari). 

Before that he had 
produced the throw of 
the day in golden score 
in his quarter-final 
against Kazakhstan's 
Rinat Ibragimov with a 
counter pick-up (te-gu- 
ruma) that lifted Ibragi¬ 
mov almost to head 
height before he came 
crashing down on his 
back. 

The final pitted 
Nakaya against world 
number four Dex El- 
mont who had im¬ 
pressed all day with his 
shoulder throw (seoi- 
nage) but needed a 
judges' decision to make 
the final after a scoreless 
semi against France's Ugo 
Legrand. 

The final was far from a 
classic and it was decided on 
a single penalty, shown to El- 
mont for passivity. 

Legrand won hosts 
France's first medal of the 
competition as he took 
bronze along with Uzbek¬ 
istan's Navruz Jurakobilov. 

Sato was another to de¬ 
pose a reigning champion 
compatriot in the semi-final 
of the under-57kg division as 
she dominated Kaori Mat- 
sumoto, who is also the world 
number one. 

It was her first ever win 
over her rival. 

"Obviously my hardest 
fight was Matsumoto as I had 
fought her four times before 
and lost every time," she said. 

"But since I had lost four 
times before I had nothing to 
lose so there wasn't much 
pressure."

Player strike looms over 
opening Italian weekend 



ROME (AFP) - Italy's Serie 
A, which is due to get under 
way this weekend, was facing 
a strike threat on Wednesday 
after players and club bosses 
failed to agree over a new 
collective bargaining deal. 

If the strike goes ahead, it 
will be the second European 
league disrupted by industrial 
action after players in Spain's 
top two divisions went on 
strike last week, with a repeat 
of their stoppage planned for 
this weekend. 

"The Serie A clubs voted 
18 to two against an agree¬ 
ment with the AIC (the play¬ 
ers' union)," said Maurizio 
Beretta, the president of 
LEGA (union of Serie A 
clubs). 

The two sides are locked 
over a new collective bar¬ 


gaining agreement after 
the last contract expired at 
the end of the 2010-11 
season. 

"For the moment, the 
conditions for us to play 
do not exist," said AIC 
president Damiano Tom- 
masi. 

"I am horrified that we 
can’t play this weekend, 
but we cannot start the 
new season without a col¬ 
lective agreement." 

There are two barriers 
to a new deal. 

Article 7 wants a 
change to training 
arrangements, with players' 
representatives insisting that 
players in the middle of con¬ 
tract disputes must not be 
forced to train separately 
from the main squad. 

Article 4, meanwhile, con¬ 
cerns the 'solidarity tax' that 
players are required to pay. 

Club bosses were defiant 
in the face of a possible shut¬ 
down. 

"Let them strike. We can¬ 
not continue with a gun 
pointed at our heads," said 
Napoli president Aurelio De 
Laurentiis. 

"We’re not trying to wage 
war on anyone. It’s just a cul¬ 
tural problem, as the collec¬ 
tive bargaining contract is 
out-dated by 30 years. 
There’s no point renewing it 
when we have to revamp it."

WINSTON-SALEM (AFP) - 
Nikolay Davydenko's sum¬ 
mer campaign stalled with a 
third-round loss at the Win¬ 
ston-Salem Open Wednesday 
as third seed Alexandr Dol- 
gopolov pushed through to 
the quarter-finals of the US 
Open warm-up. 

Ukrainian ninth seed 
Sergiy Stakhovsky earned his 
first win against one-time 
top-five regular Davydenko, 
upsetting the 39th-ranked 
Russian fifth seed 6-4, 6-4. 

Dolgopolov, who grew up 
as a toddler on the ATP as his 
father coached 1999 Roland 
Garros finalist Andrei 
Medvedev, needed more than 
two hours to hold off Bulgar¬ 
ian 14th seed Grigor Dim¬ 
itrov, 6-4, 1-6, 7-6 (9/7). 

Frenchman Julien Ben- 


neteau ended the run of Igor 
Andreev 2-6, 6-1, 7-6 (7/5) a 
day after the Russian clay- 
courter, ranked 79th, put out 
second seed Jurgen Melzer. 

Davydenko, who has not 
been past a second round 
since winning Munich nearly 
four months ago, had been 
hoping to start building mo¬ 
mentum for Monday's start of 
the US Open during this final 
preparation week. 

But Stakhovsky put paid 
to that scenario as he ad¬ 
vanced to the last eight with 
six aces and three breaks of 
the 30-year-old's serve to 
next face Benneteau. 

Davydenko won their two 
previous meetings, spread be¬ 
tween the first in 2004 and 
the second a week ago in the 
Cincinnati first round. 

The winner will be play¬ 
ing in his third quarter-final 
of the season in a field 
headed by 21 st-ranked Andy 
Roddick, who has been 
plagued by injuries and poor 
form in 2011. 

Dolgopolov managed nine

Gomez, Robben 
fit as Bayern rule 
out transfer raid 

BERLIN (AFP) - Dutch 
winger Arjen Robben and 
Germany star Mario Gomez 
are expected to be in action 
for Bayern Munich this 
weekend as the club on 
Wednesday ruled out a new 
signing as cover for the in¬ 
jured Ivica Olic. 

Gomez injured his thigh 
after scoring the winner in 
Tuesday's 1-0 Champions 
League win at FC Zurich as 
Bayern wrapped up a 3-0 
aggregate win over two legs 
to book their place in the 
main draw. 

"The (club's) doctor says 
there is no problem for Sat¬ 
urday," said Gomez on the 
Bayern website, ahead of 
the game at Kaiserslautern. 

The Germany forward's 
health is of particular con¬ 
cern to Bayern after Croatia 
striker Olic picked up a hip 
injury last weekend and was 
ruled out for up to eight 
weeks. 

Munich now have just 
two fit strikers in their 
squad in Gomez and Nils 
Petersen. 

Bayern released a state¬ 
ment on Wednesday to say 
they will not bring in a new 
striker as cover, with the 
transfer window set to close 
at midnight on August 31. 

"I have complete confi¬ 
dence in our existing 
squad," said coach Jupp 
Heynckes. 

"In addition, our medical 
department is confident that 
Ivica Olic will return to the 
squad in the near future.

Nasri relieved City 
transfer saga over 



MANCHESTER (AFP) - 
Samir Nasri admits he was 
relieved to finally join Man¬ 
chester City after the France 
star completed his long- 
awaited escape from Arsenal. 

Nasri's £24 million switch 
to Eastlands was sealed on 
Wednesday after he passed a 
medical and he is likely to go 
straight into Roberto 
Mancini's squad for Sunday's 
Premier League match 
against Tottenham at White 
Hart Lane. 

The 24-year-old had been 
made to wait several weeks 
to leave Arsenal as Gunners 
boss Arsene Wenger fought 
to hold onto him and the for¬ 
mer Marseille star admitted 
he was frustrated that it took 


so long. 

City had been chasing 
Nasri for several months but 
the transfer looked as though 
it might stall when Mancini 
warned Wenger that he could 
pull out of the deal if Nasri 
featured in Wednesday's 
Champions League tie 
against Udinese as that would 
stop him playing for City in 
the competition. 

However, Wenger had al¬ 
ready reluctantly accepted 
that he had to sell an unset¬ 
tled player with only one year 
left on his contract. 

"It is a big relief. It was a 
long negotiation and discus¬ 
sion between the two clubs and 
now I am finally a City player. 
That is what I wanted from the 
start. I'm really happy," Nasri 
told City's website. 

"I was a little bit frustrated 
because I said to the manager 
(Wenger) I wanted to leave. I 
stayed for the whole pre-sea- 
son, but I wanted to do the 
pre-season with Manchester, 
so then I can know my team¬ 
mates a little more. 

Nasri had been the target 
for abuse from Arsenal fans 
angry at his decision to leave 
and he was quick to take the 
opportunity to claim City's 
supporters were far more pas¬ 
sionate than the Gunners' 
faithful. 
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Fenerbahce banned 
from Champions 
League 


ISTANBUL (AFP) - Turkish 
league winners Fenerbahce 
were yesterday banned from 
the Champions League this 
season due to an ongoing 
match-fixing probe which 
has ensnared the first division 
club. 

The decision, taken by the 
Turkish football federation, 
came just 24 hours before the 
draw for the group stage of 
the money-spinning tourna¬ 
ment is staged. 

They will be replaced in 
the tournament by Trabzon- 
spor, last season's Turkish 
league runners-up, following 
a meeting of UEFA's emer¬ 
gency panel. 

"Regarding the heavy dis¬ 
ciplinary sanctions both 
Fenerbahce and the Turkish 
Football Federation (TFF), 
which means Turkey might 
encounter, it is decided to ban 
Fenerbahce Sports Club from 
the UEFA Champions' 
League this season," the TFF 
said in a statement posted on 
its website. 

The decision was made 
after a warning by UEFA that 
either Fenerbahce should 
withdraw from the league or 
the TFF should ban the club 
to prevent UEFA starting its 
own disciplinary investiga¬ 
tion, it said. 

TFF decided to ban Fener¬ 
bahce, after the club refused 
to "make an important deci¬ 
sion like that in this very 


short time," it said. 

The club in a statement 
posted on its website said the 
federation asked them to 
make the decision in less than 
a day. 

After naming Trabzonspor 
as Fenerbahce's replacement, 
the UEFA emergency panel 
also decided that the Turkish 
league runners-up would be 
replaced in the Europa 
League by their opponents in 
the play-off, Athletic Bilbao. 

Their play-off second-leg 
match, scheduled for Thurs¬ 
day, was therefore cancelled. 

UEFA general secretary 
Gianni Infantino said: "The 
panel considered that the 
Turkish Football Federation 
took the right decision to pro¬ 
tect the game, fully in line 
with our zero-tolerance pol¬ 
icy against match-fixing. 

Last month, some 30 peo¬ 
ple were charged and jailed 
pending trial as part of a 
probe into match-fixing and 
bribery in Turkey's first and 
second divisions. 

The president of Fener¬ 
bahce, Aziz Yildirim, is the 
most prominent among the 
incarcerated suspects, which 
include also the vice-presi¬ 
dent and the coach of another 
Istanbul giant, Besiktas. 

The suspects are accused 
of manipulating 19 games 
last season, which saw Fener¬ 
bahce clinch the title in the 
last match, outstripping Tra¬ 
bzonspor on goal difference.

Djokovic top US Open seed, Fish highest American 


NEW YORK (AFP) - World 
number one and reigning 
Australian Open and Wim¬ 
bledon champion Novak 
Djokovic was confirmed on 
Wednesday as top seed in the 
men’s singles at the US Open 
which starts on Monday. 

Djokovic, a three-time 
Grand Slam champion, but 
who is seeking his first US 
Open title, is the No. 1 seed 
at the tournament for the first 
time. 

He will be followed by 
No. 2 Rafael Nadal, the de¬ 
fending champion; No. 3 
Roger Federer of Switzer¬ 
land, a five-time US Open 
winner and No. 4 Andy Mur¬ 
ray of Great Britain, the 2008 
runner-up. 

Djokovic holds a 57-2 
record leading up to this 
year’s US Open. 

He has won nine titles this 
year, including five Masters 
events, along with his second 
Australian Open and first 



Wimbledon titles. 

The Serbian is a two- 
time US Open runner- 
up, losing to Nadal last 
year and to Federer in 
2007. 

For the first time in his 
career, Mardy Fish will 
be the highest-seeded 
American at No. 8 with 
2003 champion Andy 
Roddick seeded at 21.
